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THE  PATRIARCHS 


And  the  king  of  Sodom  went  out  to  meet 
Abram  after  his  return  from  the  slaughter 
of  Chedorlaomerj  and  of  the  kings  that  were 
with  him^  at  the  valley  of  Shaveh,  which  is 
the  king’s  dale.  And  Melchizedek  king  of 
Salem  brought  forth  bread  and  wine :  and  he 
was  the  priest  of  the  most  high  God.  And 
he  blessed  him,  and  said,  Blessed  he  Abram 
of  the  most  high  God,  possessor  of  heaven 
and  earth:  And  blessed  be  the  most  high 
God,  which  hath  delivered  thine  enemies 
into  thy  hand.  And  he  gave  him  tithes  of 
all.  —  Genesis  14 :  17-20. 

And  Jacob  awaked  out  of  his  sleep,  and 
he  said.  Surely  the  Lord  is  in  this  place; 
and  I  knew  it  not.  And  he  was  afraid,  and 
said.  How  dreadful  is  this  place !  this  is  none 
other  but  the  house  of  God,  and  this  is  the 
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gate  of  heaven.  And  Jacob  rose  up  early  in 
the  morning,  and  took  the  stone  that  he  had 
put  for  his  pillows,  and  set  it  up  for  a  pillar, 
and  poured  oil  upon  the  top  of  iL  And  he 
called  the  name  of  that  place  Beth-el;  but 
the  name  of  that  city  ivas  called  Luz  at  the 
first.  And  Jacob  vowed  a  vow,  saying.  If  God 
will  be  with  me,  and  will  keep  me  in  this 
way  that  I  go,  and  will  give  me  bread  to 
eat,  and  raiment  to  put  on.  So  that  I  come 
again  to  my  father’s  house  in  peace,  then 
shall  the  Lord  be  my  God :  And  this  stone, 
which  I  have  set^bra  pillar,  shall  be  God’s 
house :  and  of  all  that  thou  shalt  give  me  I 
will  surely  give  the  tenth  unto  thee.  — Gen¬ 
esis  28 ;  16-22. 


MOSES 


And  Pharaoh  called  unto  Moses,  and  said. 
Go  ye,  serve  the  Lord ;  only  let  your  flocks 
and  your  herds  be  stayed;  let  your  little 
ones  also  go  with  you.  And  Moses  said, 
Thou  must  give  us  also  sacrifices  and  burnt 
offerings,  that  we  may  sacrifice  unto  the 
Lord  our  God.  Our  cattle  also  shall  go 
with  us ;  there  shall  not  an  hoof  be  left  be¬ 
hind  ;  for  thereof  must  we  take  to  serve  the 
Lord  our  God :  and  we  know  not  with  what 
we  must  serve  the  Lord  until  we  come 
thither.  —  Exodus  10:  24-26. 
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And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying. 
Speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they 
bring  me  an  offering :  of  every  man  that  giv- 
eth  it  willingly  with  his  heart  ye  shall  take 
my  offermg. — Exodus  25:  1,  2. 

The  first  of  the  firstfruits  of  thy  land 
thou  shalt  bring  unto  the  house  of  the  Lord 
thy  God.  —  Exodus  34  :  26. 

But  unto  the  place  which  the  Lord  your 
God  shall  choose  out  of  all  your  tribes  to 
put  his  name  there,  even  unto  his  habitation 
shall  ye  seek,  and  thither  thou  shalt  come. 
And  thither  ye  shall  bring  your  burnt  offer¬ 
ings,  and  your  sacrifices,  and  your  tithes, 
and  heave  offerings  of  your  hand,  and  your 
vows,  and  your  free-will  offerings,  and  the 
firstlings  of  your  herds  and  of  your  flocks. — 
Deuteronomy  12:  5,  6. 

Thou  shalt  truly  tithe  all  the  increase  of 
thy  seed,  that  the  field  bringeth  forth  year 
by  year. 

At  the  end  of  three  years  thou  shalt 
bring  forth  all  the  tithe  of  thine  increase  the 
same  year,  and  shalt  lay  it  up  within  thy 
gates:  and  the  Levite  (because  he  hath 
no  part  nor  inheritance  with  thee) ,  and  the 
stranger  and  the  fatherless,  and  the  widow, 
which  are  within  thy  gates,  shall  come,  and 
shall  eat  and  be  satisfied;  that  the  Lord 
thy  God  may  bless  thee  in  all  the  work  of 
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thine  hand  which  thou  doest.  —  Deuteron¬ 
omy  14:  22,  2S,  29. 

And  all  the  tithe  of  the  land,  whether  of 
the  seed  of  the  land,  or  of  the  fruit  of  the 
tree,  is  the  Lord’s :  it  is  holy  unto  the  Lord. 
And  if  a  man  will  at  all  redeem  ought  of  his 
tithes,  he  shall  add  thereto  the  fifth  part 
thereof.  —  Leviticus  27  :  30,  31. 


THE  KINGS 


Then  the  people  rejoiced,  for  that  they 
offered  willingly,  because  with  perfect  heart 
they  offered  willingly  to  the  Lord :  and  Da^id 
the  king  also  rejoiced  with  great  joy.  *  *  *" 
Thine,  O  Lord,  is  the  greatness,  and  the 
power,  and  the  glory,  and  the  victory,  and 
the  majesty:  for  all  that  is  in  the  heaven  and 
in  the  earth  is  thine  ;  thine  is  the  kingdom, 
O  Lord,  and  thou  art  exalted  as  head  above 
all.  Both  riches  and  honour  come  of  thee, 
and  thou  reignest  over  all;  and  in  thine 
hand  is  power  and  might ;  and  in  thine  hand 
it  is  to  make  great,  and  to  give  strength 
unto  all.  Now  therefore,  our  God,  we 
thank  thee,  and  praise  thy  glorious  name. 
But  who  am  I,  and  what  is  my  people, 
that  we  should  be  able  to  offer  so  willingly 
after  this  sort  ?  for  all  things  come  of  thee, 
and  of  thine  own  have  we  given  thee.  —  1 
Chronicles  29:  9^  12,  13,  14. 
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And  as  soon  as  the  commandment  came 
abroad,  the  children  of  Israel  brought  in 
abundance  the  firstfruits  of  corn,  wine,  and 
oil,  and  honey,  and  of  all  the  increase  of  the 
field;  and  the  tithe  of  all  things  brought 
they  in  abundantly.  And  concerning  the 
children  of  Israel  and  Judah,  that  dwelt  in 
the  cities  of  Judah,  they  also  brought  in  the 
tithe  of  oxen  and  sheep,  and  the  tithe  of 
holy  things  which  were  consecrated  unto  the 
Lord  their  God,  and  laid  them  by  heaps. 
In  the  third  month  they  began  to  lay  the 
foundation  of  the  heaps,  and  finished  them 
in  the  seventh  month.  And  when  Heze- 
kiah  and  the  princes  came  and  saw  the  heaps, 
they  blessed  the  Lord,  and  his  people  Is¬ 
rael.  Then  Hezekiah  questioned  with  the 
priests  and  the  Levites  concerning  the  heaps. 
And  Azariah  the  chief  priest  of  the  house  of 
Zadok  answered  him  and  said.  Since  the 
people  began  to  bring  the  offerings  into  the 
house  of  the  Lord,  we  have  had  enough  to 
eat,  and  have  left  plenty :  for  the  Lord  hath 
blessed  his  people;  and  that  which  is  left  is 
this  great  store. — 2  Chronicles  31,  5-10. 

Give  unto  the  Lord  the  glory  due  unto 
his  name :  bring  an  offering  and  come  into 
his  courts.  O  worship  the  Lord  in  the 
beauty  of  holiness.  — Psalm  96  :  8,  9* 

Honour  the  Lord  with  thy  substance,  and 
with  the  firstfruits  of  all  thine  increase :  so 
shall  thy  bams  be  filled  with  plenty,  and 
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thy  presses  shall  burst  out  with  new  wine. 

—  Proverbs  3:  9^  10. 

There  is  that  scattereth,  and  yet  increas- 
eth;  and  there  is  that  withholdeth  more 
than  is  meet,  but  it  tendeth  to  poverty. 
The  liberal  soul  shall  be  made  fat:  and  he 
that  watereth  shall  be  watered  also  himself. 

—  Proverbs  11:  24,  25. 


THE  PROPHETS 


Behold,  I  will  send  my  messenger,  and 
he  shall  prepare  the  way  before  me :  and  the 
Lord,  whom  ye  seek,  shall  suddenly  come 
to  his  temple,  even  the  messenger  of  the 
covenant,  whom  ye  delight  in:  behold,  he 
shall  come,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.  But 
who  may  abide  the  day  of  his  coming  ?  and 
who  shall  stand  when  he  appeareth?  for  he 
is  like  a  refiner’s  fire,  and  like  fuller’s  soap: 
And  he  shall  sit  as  a  refiner  and  purifier  of 
silver :  and  he  shall  purify  the  sons  of  Levi, 
and  purge  them  as  gold  and  silver,  that 
they  may  offer  unto  the  Lord  an  offering  in 
righteousness »  Then  shall  the  offering  of 
Judah  and  Jerusalem  be  pleasant  unto  the 
Lord,  as  in  the  days  of  old,  and  as  in  former 
years.  And  I  will  come  near  to  you  to 
judgment;  and  I  will  be  a  swift  witness 
against  the  sorcerers,  and  against  the  adul- 
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terers,  and  against  false  swearers,  and 
against  those  that  oppress  the  hireling  in 
his  wages,  the  widow,  and  the  fatherless, 
and  that  turn  aside  the  stranger  from  his 
right,  and  fear  not  me,  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts.  For  I  am  the  Lord,  I  change  not; 
therefore  ye  sons  of  Jacob  are  not  consumed. 

Even  from  the  days  of  your  fathers  ye 
are  gone  away  from  mine  ordinances,  and 
have  not  kept  them^  Return  unto  me, 
and  I  will  return  unto  you,  saith  the  Lord 
of  hosts.  But  ye  said.  Wherein  shall  we 
return?  Will  a  man  rob  God?  Yet  ye 
have  robbed  me.  But  ye  say,  Wherein 
have  we  robbed  thee?  In  tithes  and  offer¬ 
ings.  Ye  are  cursed  with  a  curse:  for  ye 
have  robbed  me,  even  this  whole  nation. 
Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  store¬ 
house,  that  there  may  be  meat  in  mine 
house,  and  prove  me  now  herewith,  saith 
the  Lord  of  hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you 
the  windows  of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out 
a  blessing,  that  there  shall  not  he  room  enough 
to  receive  it, —  Malachi  3:  1-10. 


JESUS,  IN  THE  GOSPELS 


Now  when  Jesus  was  bom  in  Bethlehem 
of  Judea,  in  the  days  of  Herod  the  king, 
behold,  there  came  wise  men  from  the  east 
to  Jerusalem,  saying,  Where  is  he  that  is 
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bom  King  of  the  Jews?  for  we  have  seen  his 
star  in  the  east,  and  are  come  to  worship 
him.  When  Herod  the  king  had  heard  these 
things,  he  was  troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem 
with  him.  And  when  he  had  gathered  all 
the  chief  priests  and  scribes  of  the  people 
together,  he  demanded  of  them  where  Christ 
should  be  born.  And  they  said  unto  him, 
In  Bethlehem  of  Judea;  for  thus  it  is  writ¬ 
ten  by  the  prophet. 

And  thou,  Bethlehem,  in  the  land  of  Ju- 
da,  art  not  the  least  among  the  princes  of 
Juda:  for  out  of  thee  shall  come  a  Gover¬ 
nor,  that  shall  rule  my  people  Israel. 

Then  Herod,  when  he  had  privily  called 
the  wise  men,  enquired  of  them  diligently 
what  time  the  star  appeared.  And  he  sent 
them  to  Bethlehem,  and  said.  Go  and  search 
diligently  for  the  young  child;  and  when 
ye  have  found  him,  bring  me  word  again, 
that  I  may  come  and  worship  him  also. 
When  they  had  heard  the  king,  they  de¬ 
parted;  and,  lo,  the  star,  which  they  saw 
in  the  east,  went  before  them,  till  it  came 
and  stood  over  where  the  young  child  was. 
When  they  saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced  with 
exceeding  great  joy.  And  when  they  were 
come  into  the  house,  they  saw  the  young 
child  with  Mary  his  mother,  and  fell  down 
and  worshipped  him:  and  when  they  had 
opened  their  treasures,  they  presented  unto 
him  gifts;  gold,  and  frankincense,  and 
myrrh.  —  Matthew  2  :  1-11. 
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Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  destroy  the 
law,  or  the  prophets:  for  I  am  not  come  to 
destroy,  but  to  fulfil.  For  verily  I  say  unto 
you.  Till  heaven  and  earth  pass,  one  jot  or 
one  tittle  shall  in  no  wise  pass  from  the  law, 
till  all  be  fulfilled.  Whosoever  therefore 
shall  break  one  of  these  least  command¬ 
ments,  and  shall  teach  men  so,  he  shall  be 
called  the  least  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven; 
but  whosoever  shall  do  and  teach  them,  the 
same  shall  be  called  great  in  the  kingdom 
of  heaven.  For  I  say  unto  you.  That  ex¬ 
cept  your  righteousness  shall  exceed  the 
righteousness  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees, 
ye  shall  in  no  case  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  heaven.  —  Matthew  5:  17-20. 

Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees, 
hypocrites;  for  ye  pay  tithe  of  mint  and 
anise  and  cummin,  and  have  omitted  the 
weightier  matters  of  the  law,  judgment, 
mercy  and  faith;  these  ought  ye  to  have 
done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone. — 
Matthew  23 :  23. 

Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon 
earth,  where  moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt, 
and  where  thieves  break  through  and  steal : 
but  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in  heav¬ 
en,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust  doth  cor¬ 
rupt,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break  through 
nor  steal :  for  where  your  treasure  is,  there 
will  your  heart  be  also.  The  light  of  the 
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body  is  the  eye:  if  therefore  thine  eye  be 
single,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of  light. 
But  if  thine  eye  be  evil,  thy  whole  body 
shall  be  full  of  darkness.  If  therefore  the 
light  that  is  in  thee  be  darkness,  how  great 
is  that  darkness!  No  man  can  serve  two 
masters:  for  either  he  will  hate  the  one, 
and  love  the  other;  or  else  he  will  hold  to 
the  one,  and  despise  the  other.  Ye  cannot 
serve  God  and  mammon.  —  Matthew  6 :  19- 
24. 

Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  un¬ 
to  treasure  hid  in  a  field;  the  which  when 
a  man  hath  found,  he  hideth,  and  for  joy 
thereof  goeth  and  selleth  all  that  he  hath, 
and  buyeth  that  field. 

Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  un¬ 
to  a  merchant-man  seeking  goodly  pearls: 
who,  when  he  had  found  one  pearl  of 
great  price,  went  and  sold  all  that  he  had, 
and  bought  it,  —  Matthew  13:  44-46. 

Then  said  Jesus  unto  his  disciples.  If  any 
man  will  come  after  me,  let  him  deny  him¬ 
self,  and  take  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me. 
For  whosoever  will  save  his  life  shall  lose 
it:  and  whosoever  will  lose  his  life  for  my 
sake  shall  find  it.  For  what  is  a  man  prof¬ 
ited,  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  world,  and 
lose  his  own  soul.^  or  what  shall  a  man  give 
in  exchange  for  his  soul?  For  the  Son  of 
man  shall  come  in  the  glory  of  his  Father 
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with  his  angels;  and  then  he  shall  reward 
every  man  according  to  his  works. — Mat¬ 
thew  l6 :  24-27. 

And,  behold,  one  came  and  said  unto 
him.  Good  Master,  wdiat  good  thing  shall  I 
do,  that  I  may  have  eternal  life?  And  he 
said  unto  him.  Why  callest  thou  me  good? 
there  is  none  good  but  one,  that  is,  God :  but 
if  thou  wilt  enter  into  life,  keep  the  com¬ 
mandments.  He  saith  unto  him.  Which? 
Jesus  said.  Thou  shalt  do  no  murder.  Thou 
shalt  not  commit  adultery.  Thou  shalt  not 
steal.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness. 
Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother;  and. 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself. 
The  young  man  saith  unto  him.  All  these 
things  have  I  kept  from  my  youth  up :  what 
lack  I  yet?  Jesus  said  unto  him.  If  thou  wilt 
be  perfect,  go  and  sell  that  thou  hast,  and 
give  to  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt  have  treas¬ 
ure  in  heaven;  and  come  and  follow  me. 
But  when  the  young  man  heard  that  saying, 
he  went  away  sorrowful:  for  he  had  great 
possessions. 

Then  said  Jesus  unto  his  disciples.  Verily 
I  say  unto  you.  That  a  rich  man  shall  hardly 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  And 
again  I  say  unto  you.  It  is  easier  for  a  camel 
to  go  through  the  eye  of  a  needle,  than  for 
a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God.  When  his  disciples  heard  it,  they 
were  exceedingly  amazed,  saying.  Who  then 
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can  be  saved?  But  Jesus  beheld  them,  and 
said  unto  them.  With  men  this  is  impossible; 
but  with  God  all  things  are  possible.  Then 
answered  Peter  and  said  unto  him.  Behold, 
we  have  forsaken  all,  and  followed  thee; 
what  shall  we  have  therefore?  And  Jesus 
said  unto  them.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  That 
ye  which  have  followed  me,  in  the  regen¬ 
eration,  when  the  Son  of  man  shall  sit  in  the 
throne  of  his  glory,  ye  also  shall  sit  upon 
twelve  thrones,  judging  the  twelve  tribes 
of  Israel.  And  every  one  that  hath  forsaken 
houses,  or  brethren,  or  sisters,  or  father,  or 
mother,  or  wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  for 
my  name’s  sake,  shall  receive  a  hundred¬ 
fold,  and  shall  inherit  everlasting  hfe. — 
Matthew  19:  16-29. 

And  Jesus  went  into  the  temple  of  God, 
and  cast  out  all  them  that  sold  and  bought 
in  the  temple,  and  overthrew  the  tables  of 
the  money-changers,  and  the  seats  of  them 
that  sold  doves,  and  said  unto  them.  It  is 
written.  My  house  shall  be  called  the  house 
of  prayer;  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of 
thieves.  And  the  blind  and  the  lame  came 
to  him  in  the  temple ;  and  he  healed  them. — 
Matthew  21 :  12-14. 

Hear  another  parable:  There  was  a  cer¬ 
tain  householder,  which  planted  a  vineyard, 
and  hedged  it  round  about,  and  digged  a 
winepress  in  it,  and  built  a  tower,  and  let 
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it  out  to  husbandmen,  and  went  into  a  far 
country.  And  when  the  time  of  the  fruit 
drew  near,  he  sent  his  servants  to  the  hus¬ 
bandmen,  that  they  might  receive  the  fruits 
of  it.  And  the  husbandmen  took  his  ser¬ 
vants,  and  beat  one,  and  killed  another,  and 
stoned  another.  Again,  he  sent  other  ser¬ 
vants  more  than  the  first ;  and  they  did  un¬ 
to  them  likewise.  But  last  of  all  he  sent 
imto  them  his  son,  saying.  They  vdll  rever¬ 
ence  my  son.  But  when  the  husbandmen 
saw  the  son,  they  said  among  themselves. 
This  is  the  heir ;  come,  let  us  kill  him,  and  let 
us  seize  on  his  inheritance .  And  they  caught 
him,  and  cast  him  out  of  the  vineyard,  and 
slew  him.  When  the  Lord  therefore  of  the 
vineyard  cometh,  what  will  he  do  unto  those 
husbandmen?  They  say  unto  him,  He  will 
miserably  destroy  those  wicked  men,  and 
will  let  out  his  vineyard  unto  other  husband¬ 
men,  which  shall  render  him  the  fruits  in 
their  seasons.  — Matthew  21 :  33-41. 

Then  went  the  Pharisees,  and  took  coun¬ 
sel  how  they  might  entangle  him  in  his  talk. 
And  they  sent  out  unto  him  their  disciples 
with  the  Herodians,  saying.  Master,  we 
know  that  thou  art  true,  and  teachest  the 
way  of  God  in  truth,  neither  carest  thou  for 
any  man  ;  for  thou  regardest  not  the  person 
of  men.  Tell  us  therefore.  What  thinkest 
thou?  Is  it  lawful  to  give  tribute  unto 
Ceesar,  or  not  ?  But  Jesus  perceived  their 
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wickedness,  and  said,  Why  tempt  ye  me,  j/e 
hypocrites?  Shew  me  the  tribute  money. 
And  they  brought  unto  him  a  penny.  And 
he  saith  unto  them.  Whose  is  this  image 
and  superscription?  They  say  unto  him, 
Caesar’s.  Then  saith  he  unto  them.  Render 
therefore  unto  Caesar  the  things  which  are 
Caesar’s;  and  unto  God  the  things  that  are 
God’s. — Matthew  22:  15-21. 

For  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  as  a  man  trav¬ 
elling  into  a  far  country,  who  called  his  own 
servants,  and  delivered  unto  them  his  goods. 
And  unto  one  he  gave  five  talents,  to  another 
two,  and  to  another  one ;  to  every  man  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  several  ability;  and  straight¬ 
way  took  his  journey.  Then  he  that  had 
received  the  five  talents  went  and  traded 
with  the  same,  and  made  them  other  five 
talents.  And  hkeAvise  he  that  had  received 
two,  he  also  gained  other  two.  But  he  that 
had  received  one  went  and  digged  in  the 
earth,  and  hid  his  lord’s  money.  After  a 
long  time  the  lord '  of  those  servants  com- 
eth,  and  reckoneth  with  them.  And  so  he 
that  had  received  five  talents  came  and 
brought  other  five  talents,  saying.  Lord, 
thou  deliveredst  unto  me  five  talents :  be¬ 
hold,  I  have  gained  besides  them  five  tal¬ 
ents  more.  His  lord  said  unto  him.  Well 
done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant:  thou 
hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will 
make  thee  ruler  over  many  things:  enter 
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thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  lord.  He  also 
that  had  received  two  talents  came  and  said. 
Lord,  thou  deliveredst  unto  me  two  talents : 
behold,  I  have  gained  two  other  talents  be¬ 
sides  them.  His  lord  said  unto  him.  Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant :  thou  hast 
been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will  make 
thee  ruler  over  many  things :  enter  thou  in¬ 
to  the  joy  of  thy  lord.  Then  he  which  had  re¬ 
ceived  the  one  talent  came  and  said.  Lord, 
I  knew  thee  that  thou  art  an  hard  man, 
reaping  where  thou  hast  not  sown,  and  gath¬ 
ering  where  thou  hast  not  strawed :  and  I 
was  afraid,  and  went  and  hid  thy  talent  in 
the  earth;  lo,  there  thou  hast  that  is  thine. 
His  lord  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Thou 
^^icked  and  slothful  servant,  thou  knewest 
that  I  reap  where  I  sowed  not,  and  gather 
where  I  have  not  strawed :  thou  oughtest 
therefore  to  have  put  my  money  to  the  ex¬ 
changers,  and  then  at  my  coming  I  should 
have  received  mine  own  with  usury.  Take 
therefore  the  talent  from  him,  and  give  it 
unto  him  which  hath  ten  talents.  For  un¬ 
to  every  one  that  hath  shall  be  given,  and 
he  shall  have  abundance:  but  from  him 
that  hath  not  shall  be  taken  away  even  that 
which  he  hath.  And  cast  ye  the  unprofita¬ 
ble  servant  into  outer  darkness  ;  there  shall 
be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  his 
glory,  and  all  the  holy  angels  with  him, 
then  shall  he  sit  upon  the  throne  of  his 
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glory  :  and  before  him  shall  be  gathered 
all  nations  :  and  he  shall  separate  them  one 
from  another,  as  a  shepherd  divideth  his 
sheep  from  the  goats ;  and  he  shall  set 
the  sheep  on  his  right  hand,  but  the  gciats 
on  the  left.  Then  shall  the  King  say  uito 
them  on  his  right  hand.  Come,  ye  blessed 
of  my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom  prepared 
for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world  : 
for  I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave  me 
meat  :  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  drink  : 
I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me  in  :  naked, 
and  ye  clothed  me  :  I  was  sick,  and  ye  vis¬ 
ited  me  :  I  was  in  prison,  and  ye  came  un¬ 
to  me.  Then  shall  the  righteous  answer 
him,  saying.  Lord,  when  saw  w^e  thee  an 
hungered,  and  fed  thee  ?  or  thirsty,  and 
gave  thee  drink?  When  saw  w^e  thee  a 
stranger,  and  took  thee  in  ?  or  naked,  and 
clothed  thee?  Or  when  saw  we  thee  sick, 
or  in  prison,  and  came  unto  thee.  And 
the  King  shall  answ^er  and  say  unto  them. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Inasmuch  as  ye  have 
done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me.  Then 
shall  he  say  also  unto  them  on  the  left  hand. 
Depart  from  me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting 
fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his  angels : 
for  I  w^as  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave  me  no 
meat:  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  no 
drink :  I  v/as  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me  not 
in :  naked,  and  ye  clothed  me  not :  sick,  and 
in  prison,  and  ye  visited  me  not.  Then  shall 
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they  also  answer  him,  saying.  Lord,  when 
saw  we  thee  an  hungered,  or  athirst,  or  a 
stranger,  or  naked,  or  sick,  or  in  prison,  and 
did  not  minister  unto  thee?  Then  shall  he 
answer  them,  saying.  Verily  I  say  unto  you. 
Inasmuch  as  je  did  it  not  to  one  of  the  least 
of  these,  ye  did  it  not  to  me.  And  these 
shall  go  away  into  everlasting  punishment : 
but  the  righteous  into  life  eternal.  —  Mat¬ 
thew  25:  14-46. 

And  Jesus  sat  over  against  the  treasury, 
and  beheld  hoAv  the  people  cast  money  into 
the  treasury :  and  many  that  were  rich  cast 
in  much.  And  there  came  a  certain  poor 
widow,  and  she  threw  in  two  mites,  which 
make  a  farthing.  And  he  called  unto  him 
his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them,  Verily  I 
say  unto  you.  That  this  poor  widow  hath  cast 
more  in  than  all  they  which  have  cast  into 
the  treasury :  for  all  they  did  cast  in  of  their 
abundance;  but  she  of  her  want  did  cast  in 
all  that  she  had,  even  all  her  living.  — Mark 
12  ; 41-44. 

And,  behold,  a  certain  lawyer  stood  up, 
and  tempted  him,  saying.  Master,  what  shall 
I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ?  He  said  unto 
him.  What  is  written  in  the  law  ?  how  read- 
est  thou  ?  And  he  answering  said.  Thou 
shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all 
thy  strength,  and  with  all  thy  mind  ;  and 
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thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  And  he  said  unto 
him,  Thou  hast  answered  right :  this  do,  and 
thou  shalt  hve.  But  he,  willing  to  justify 
himself,  said  unto  Jesus,  And  who  is  my 
neighbour?  And  Jesus  answering  said,  A 
certain  man  went  down  from  Jerusalem  to 
Jericho,  and  fell  among  thieves,  which 
stripped  him  of  his  raiment,  and  wounded 
him,  and  departed,  leaving  him  half  dead. 
And  by  chance  there  came  down  a  certain 
priest  that  way;  and  when  he  saw  him,  he 
passed  by  on  the  other  side.  And  likewise 
a  Levite,  when  he  was  at  the  place,  came  and 
looked  on  him,  and  passed  by  on  the  other 
side.  But  a  certain  Samaritan,  as  he  jour¬ 
neyed,  came  where  he  was :  and  when  he  saw 
him,  he  had  compassion  on  him,  and  went 
to  him,  and  bound  up  his  wounds,  pouring  in 
oil  and  wine,  and  set  him  on  his  own  beast, 
and  brought  him  to  an  inn,  and  took  care  of 
him.  And  on  the  morrow,  when  he  departed, 
he  took  out  two  pence,  and  gave  them  to  the 
host,  and  said  unto  him.  Take  care  of  him: 
and  whatsoever  thou  spendest  more,  when  I 
come  again,  I  will  repay  thee.  Which  now 
of  these  three,  thinkest  thou,  was  neighbour 
unto  him  that  fell  among  the  thieves  ?  And 
he  said.  He  that  showed  mercy  on  him.  Then 
said  Jesus  unto  him.  Go,  and  do  thou  like¬ 
wise. —  Luke  10:  25-37. 

And  one  of  the  company  said  unto  him. 
Master,  speak  to  my  brother,  that  he  divide 
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the  inheritance  with  me.  And  he  said  unto 
him,  Man,  who  made  me  a  judge  or  a  di¬ 
vider  over  you  ?  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Take  heed,  and  beware  of  covetousness :  for 
a  man’s  life  consisteth  not  in  the  abundance 
of  the  things  which  he  possesseth.  And  he 
spake  a  parable  unto  them,  saying,  The 
ground  of  a  certain  rich  man  brought  forth 
plentifully :  and  he  thought  within  himself, 
saying.  What  shall  I  do,  because  I  have  no 
room  where  to  bestow  my  fruits  ?  And  he 
said.  This  will  I  do:  I  will  pull  down  my 
barns,  and  build  greater;  and  there  will  I 
bestow  all  my  fruits  and  my  goods.  And  I 
will  say  to  my  soul.  Soul,  thou  hast  much 
goods  laid  up  for  many  years;  take  thine 
ease,  eat,  drink,  and  be  merry.  But  God 
said  unto  him.  Thou  fool,  this  night  thy  soul 
shall  be  required  of  thee :  then  whose  shall 
those  things  be  which  thou  hast  provided  ? 
So  is  he  that  layeth  up  treasure  for  himself, 
and  is  not  rich  toward  God.  *  *  * 

But  rather  seek  ye  the  kingdom  of  God; 
and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto 
you.  *  Sell  that  ye  have,  and  give  alms; 
provide  yourselves  bags  which  wax  not  old,  a 
treasure  in  the  heavens  that  faileth  not, 
where  no  thief  approacheth,  neither  moth 
corrupt eth.  For  where  your  treasure  is, 
there  will  your  heart  be  also. — Luke  12: 
13-21,  31,  33,  34. 

He  that  is  faithful  in  that  which  is  least  is 
faithful  also  in  much;  and  he  that  is  unjust 
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in  the  least  is  unjust  also  in  much.  If  there¬ 
fore  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  the  un¬ 
righteous  mammon,  who  will  commit  to  your 
trust  the  true  riches  ?  And  if  ye  have  not 
been  faithful  in  that  which  is  another  man’s, 
who  shall  give  you  that  which  is  your  own? 
No  servant  can  serve  two  masters :  for  either 
he  will  hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other;  or 
else  he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and  despise  the 
other.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mammon. 

And  the  Pharisees  also,  who  were  cove¬ 
tous,  heard  all  these  things:  and  they  de¬ 
rided  him.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Ye  are 
they  which  justify  yourselves  before  men; 
but  God  knoAveth  your  hearts :  for  that  which 
is  highly  esteemed  among  men  is  abomina¬ 
tion  in  the  sight  of  God. — Luke  l6  :  10-15. 

And  as  they  heard  these  things,  he  added 
and  spake  a  parable,  because  he  Avas  nigh 
to  Jerusalem,  and  because  they  thought  that 
the  kingdom  of  God  should  immediately  ap¬ 
pear.  He  said  therefore,  A  certain  noble¬ 
man  Avent  into  a  far  country  to  receiA^e  for 
himself  a  kingdom,  and  to  return.  And  he 
called  his  ten  seiwants,  and  delivered  them 
ten  pounds,  and  said  unto  them.  Occupy  till 
I  come.  But  his  citizens  hated  him,  and 
sent  a  message  after  him,  saying.  We  AAnll 
not  have  this  man  to  reign  OA^er  us.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  that,  when  he  was  returned, 
having  received  the  kingdom,  then  he  com- 
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manded  these  servants  to  be  called  unto 
him,  to  whom  he  had  given  the  money,  that 
he  might  know  how  much  every  man  had 
gained  by  trading.  Then  came  the  first,  say¬ 
ing,  Lord,  thy  pound  hath  gained  ten 
pounds.  And  he  said  unto  him.  Well,  thou 
good  servant :  because  thou  hast  been  faith- 
ful  in  a  very  little,  have  thou  authority  over 
ten  cities.  And  the  second  came,  saying. 
Lord,  thy  pound  hath  gained  five  pounds. 
And  he  said  likewise  to  him.  Be  thou  also 
over  five  cities.  And  another  came,  saying, 
Lord,  behold,  here  is  thy  pound,  which  I 
have  kept  laid  up  in  a  napkin :  for  I  feared 
thee,  because  thou  art  an  austere  man :  thou 
takest  up  that  thou  layedst  not  down,  and 
reapest  that  thou  didst  not  sow.  And  he 
saith  unto  him.  Out  of  thine  own  mouth  will 
I  judge  thee,  thou  wicked  servant.  Thou 
knewest  that  I  was  an  austere  man,  taking 
up  that  I  laid  not  down,  and  reaping  that  I 
did  not  sow:  wherefore  then  gavest  not 
thou  my  money  into  the  bank,  that  at  my 
coming  I  might  have  required  mine  own  with 
usury  ?  And  he  said  unto  them  that  stood 
by.  Take  from  him  the  pound,  and  give  it 
to  him  that  hath  ten  pounds.  (And  they 
said  unto  him.  Lord,  he  hath  ten  pounds.) 
For  I  say  unto  you,  That  unto  every 
one  which  hath  shall  be  given ;  and 
from  him  that  hath  not,  even  that  he 
hath  shall  be  taken  away  from  him. — 
Luke  19:  11-26. 
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THE  APOSTLES 


But  a  certain  man  named  Ananias,  with 
Sapphira  his  wife,  sold  a  possession,  and 
kept  back  part  of  the  price,  his  wife  also  be¬ 
ing  privy  to  it,  and  brought  a  certain  part, 
and  laid  it  at  the  apostles’  feet.  But  Peter 
said,  Ananias,  why  hath  Satan  filled  thine 
heart  to  lie  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  to  keep 
back  part  of  the  price  of  the  land?  Whiles 
it  remained,  was  it  not  thine  own?  and  after 
it  was  sold,  was  it  not  in  thine  own  power  ? 
why  hast  thou  conceived  this  thing  in  thine 
heart?  thou  hast  not  lied  unto  men,  but  unto 
God.  And  Ananias  hearing  these  words  fell 
down,  and  gave  up  the  ghost :  and  great  fear 
came  on  all  them  that  heard  these  things.  — 
Acts  5 :  1-5. 

I  have  shewed  you  all  things,  how  that  so 
laboring  ye  ought  to  support  the  weak,  and 
to  remember  the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
how  he  said,  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than 
to  receive. —  Acts  20:  35. 

Moreover  it  is  required  in  stewards,  that  a 
man  be  found  faithful.  —  1  Cor.  4:2. 

Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every 
one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God  hath 
prospered  him. —  1  Cor.  l6:  2. 

Therefore,  as  ye  abound  in  every  thing,  in 
faith,  and  utterance,  and  knowledge,  and  in 
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all  diligence,  and  i?i  your  love  to  us,  see  that 
ye  abound  in  this  grace  also.  For  ye  know 
the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that, 
though  he  was  rich,  yet  for  your  sakes  he 
became  poor,  that  ye  through  his  poverty 
might  be  rich.  Now  therefore  perform  the 
doing  of  it ;  that  as  there  was  a  readiness  to 
will,  so  there  may  be  a  performance  also  out 
of  that  which  ye  have.  For  if  there  be  first 
a  willing  mind,  it  is  accepted  according  to 
that  a  man  hath,  and  not  according  to  that 
he  hath  not.  For  I  mean  not  that  other 
men  be  eased  and  ye  burdened :  but  by  an 
equahty,  that  now  at  this  time  your  abur^d- 
ance  may  be  a  supply  for  their  want,  that 
their  abundance  also  may  be  a  supply  for 
your  want;  that  there  may  be  equahty. — 
2  Cor.  8 :  7-14, 

But  this  I  say,  He  which  soweth  sparingly 
shall  reap  also  sparingly;  and  he  which 
soweth  bountifully  shall  reap  also  bountifully. 
Every  man  according  as  he  purposeth  in  his 
heart,  so  let  him  give;  not  grudgingly,  or  of 
necessity :  for  God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver. 
And  God  is  able  to  make  all  grace  abound 
toward  you ;  that  ye,  always  having  all  suf¬ 
ficiency  in  all  things,  may  abound  to  every 
good  work.  —  2  Cor.  9:  6-8. 

But  whoso  hath  this  world’s  goods,  and 
seeth  his  brother  have  need  and  shutteth  up 
his  bowels  of  compassion  from  him,  how 
dwelleth  the  love  of  God  in  him,^  My  little

children,  let  us  not  love  in  word,  neither  in 
tongue ;  but  in  deed  and  in  truth.  —  1  John 
3:  17,  18. 

Now  unto  him  that  is  able  to  do  exceed¬ 
ing  abundantly  above  all  that  we  ask  or 
think,  according  to  the  power  that  worketh 
in  us,  unto  him  be  glory  in  the  church  by 
Christ  Jesus  throughout  all  ages,  world 
without  end.  Amen. — Eph.  3:  20,  21. 
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
